' accidents not altogether uncommon 
in new communities has for the nonce 
placed him. If it were not for the 
flatulant verbositiy of -the document wo 
mifjht give it the benefit of our largoi- 
circuhition, in whichcaSe little coni- 
mont would bo necessary. As it in, 
however, we shall confine ourselves to 
a consideration of a few of the primary 
propositions therein presented. It is 
admitted tliat iiuinv havo come and 
pouD away clisaatislied; but, then, their 
exi)ectatiou8 wore unreasonable and 
absurd. They expected afree grant oi 
250 acres anywhere. The answer to 
this is vciy Hiniplo. ^rmiy doubtless 
have conio witli unreasonaljih! oxpeeLa- 
tioua; but, then, those (!xpectatii,)ns 
wereprecisely what the Government 
made to them. Three or four mouths ago 
it was proclaimed throughout CaUfor- 
Dia andjNevada that every comer who 
had attained the ago of eiglitcen could 
get a free grant of ^oO aercs anywhere. 
Clearly, therefore, the Govornnient 
must be h>eld directly rcsponsiblo for 
any oftho.se unreasonable expectatious 
, lio, which the Chief Commisioner refers, 
aiid for the disastrous consequences 
entailed ujDon the country in conse- 
quence thereof. In truth, this eoiisti- 
tutes the gravamen, that the Govern- 
ment have, by false representations, 
induced 'a rush to our shores, and thai. 
1 the countiy is suffering aud will con- 
tinue to sutler the inevitable results of 
such injudicious and disreputable con- 
duct. But after making duo allow- 
ance for thi.s clft.ss who went away dis- , l>t 
satisfied because they could not get all 
that was promised, there is another 
class of wliom the Ciiiof Coniniissioncr 
ha.s deemed it prudent to take no no- 
tice. There havo been, and are, to 
our certain knowledge, considerable 
nimibers who, while disappointed at 
finding things so very difVercnt from 
•what had been repn'sentod to them, 
were, and are still desirous of remain- 
ing and Hettling in the country, pro- 
vided the nnjst reasonable and moder- 
ate exi)cctations could bo realized; 
but they, with singular and signili- 
oant unaiiiiiity, ilcclare that it s(-'('iii.s 
impossible to reach any satisfactory 
results. The Cliief Uoiiuiiissii)U(jr 
tells us that, since the '2"iih July, IBTli, 
the lands north of Seymour Narrows 
and east of the Cascades Jiavo Ijeeu 
open for free grants of KU) and "Jld 
acres respectively. It may see;n hold: 
yet, noverthdoss, we unirin, and we do 
.so advisedly,that this statement is lack- 
^'^i^ein important elements of truth! .Vs 
^ a matter of fact, it cannot be true; for 
•within the past fortnight ajiplicanls 
have been told at the Land of- 
fice that the Government were not 
pjrepared to make free grants in iiwy 
part of the Province; but that thoy ex- 
pected shortly to he. As a matter (^f 
constitutional law, it cannot be true; 
for the law recpiires the issuing of iin 
(ji(h;r ill (,'i,iincil,-- -which Order lias 
never heeu issued! llegarded in the 
light of practical results, it seems iiii- 
po.ssible to believe that si.x: weeks' ef- 
fort has failed to produce a solitary lo- 
eateu! The Chief Commissioner must, 
therefore, excuse us and, wo think it 
may be safely added, an infelligeut 
I)ubiic for doubting the accuracy ui 
his assertion. But even if it were k(j, 
what better would it betban'addingiii- 
sult to injury' to tell men who h;i\(.' 
conic to the country ujiou the promise 
of iiuO acres luiywlicro, tliiii; thoy ciui luu'o 
!()() acres, if they chooses to go beyond 
pale of civilization, where there is nn 
nemblauce of authority save the rod- 
man and his scalping-knife ? Next, wo 
are told thai the lawsof IBritisli Colum- 
bia are more liberal tlian those of imy 
other country in North America. This 
we believe to be the truest statement 
contamedin the whole letter; yet surely 
the present Governmonr, are not going 
to claim the credit, lint what is tlio 
use of having liberal laws on our sta- 
tute-books, if tliose in po\vc>r do not 
administer them, or do so in such a 
spirit as to denude them of their liberal 
churaoter?

It iSijjMitsMnprobu- 
bld that by exposing maladiSiiiiHtra- 
tion and t(dling the truth, wo may be 
the means of deterring some froiu 
coming under false in-etenses; but if 
wo.succecd in reforming these abuses 
we shall still havo rendered viduable 
ae^ico to thej|tatq;^oiji8 it at all clear 
thai th6^'couiitiy liKs aught of real good 
to gain front tlic visits of the dupes of 
misrepresentaliim.' No doul)t the ;Min- 
istry would he delighted if thoy could, 
hy this cry of "injury to the country," 
draw a veil over tiieir sins of omission 
and commission; but we understand 
our duty to the public too well to be 
deterred from telling the truth and ox-

Ditches and Dykes- 

In a \igoroiis and intcrcstiiie' article 
oil (he industiiid condition of the State 
of Cidifornia. tlie 'Alia' remarks: ■'\Ve 
must not lose si;;ht of the ini])orlant 
fad that the future growth of the 
Slate dejieiids to a great extiMit on its 
ditches and dykes." Thus, then, tlie 
great work is to consist in conducting 
the wafer onto some lands and keep- 
ing it oil' otlurs. The same thin.'v is 
true of Oritish Columbi.'i, in a limited 
sense. We incline to the o]-.inion that 
comiiaraLivcly few pei-soiis realize 
the value and extent of the delta hands 
ou the Lower Frasor subject to ovcr- 
llow at cort.ain seasons. The < work of 
dyking these lands is, however, one 
which looks so formidable for indivi- 
vid'ual ell'ort that many turn away from 
ihom with a sigh, as soiiu^thing 
beyond their reach. The diiticnlties and 
maguitude of thawork of^ dyking these 
fertile flats is probably exaggerated by 
most pei-sons. Aa| intelligent settler 
who has recently taken up a homestead 
of tliis description, informs us that he 
would rather reclaim ten acres of land 
by dylciiig than one acre by clearing 
away the forest. Now, if land subject 
to overilow is ten times easier reclaim- 
ed than dry timbered land, it- should 
not be forgotten that the former is 
more than ton times as valuable when 
reclaimed. Not only is it immeasur- 
ably richer, hut it is free from slumps 
ami roots, and it will throw very much 
lieavier ami surer crops. These things 
, the delta lands aro twenty 
times as viilaahle as liiLrh timbered 
lands for agricultural ])ur])nses. It is 
matter of suriirise that these delt.u 
lands have not been nujre sought 
after. Happily, there is no longer 
rieed to take anybody's word for their 
extraordinary richness — their wonder- 
ful productiveness. There arc now to 
1)0 found nourishing farms which tell 
their own liiln, and which many of our 
new ccniiers would do well to visi* be- 
fore t uiiiiiig t heir backs on tiie coun- 
try; for we venture to think that a 
sight of these farms and a knowledge 
of what they are capable of ijroduciiiL'' 
would give some of them (Muirage to 
light it out with the Government ob- 
structionists and overcome all the dilU- 
culties put in tlie Avay of acquiring 
homesteads in British Couliiml)ia. Al- 
lusion has been niad(; to the work of 
rcclaiiiiiiig lands subj(H!t to f)vcril(iw 
on the Lowia- l''raser, by individual ef- 
fort. J3ut it is to associated ell'ort that 
wo must look for the larger and 
more important work of reclamation by 
ilyking. It will rcailily be nndcrstooil 
tliat the l.arpjer tlieare.i emliraced by a single 
dyke, the less per iw.re will the work 
cost. The very complete, possibly too 
elaborate, dyking schoino intrfxlueed 
into the House of Assembly durin;^- 
the last session by ^ifr. ]\rc('ri'iL',lit was 
r;arblc(l and hasiied. and out of it, 
or rather (jiit of the hkhuis, was foi nieil 
a (U"ude and, to our mind, iiu)j)orative 
measure which is now on our statute 
books; and this is how the Premier re- 
deeme.l his promise to intro- 
du<-e a .system of dyking. It is well 
deserving of sericnis consideration 
whetlior tiie Provincial Gmeriimeiit 
should iK)t ho ])repared next session 
with a large scheme for reclaiming 
the delta lauds, or some of them, ad- 
ding tlie c(jst of ri'damatioii to the up- 
',ct ]>rice, and disposing of tlie lands 
ii])oii such terms of payment as w(juld, 
while recouping the public exchequer, 
prove easy to the settler. Piiymtiiit 
might be spread over such a period as 
would niaki; it scar<!eiy felt bj'tlic set- 
tler, aiiil at the same timo I'otiirn e\-e]'v 
cent, to the 'J'reasury with interest. It 
is cpiito (certain that some practicable 
measure must bo adopted for the bet- 
tor utaliziitiou of incoming population 
and stopping the drain u])on the wealtii 
of the country caused by the iiuiKiria- 
tioii of so much agricultural ])rodnce; 
!ind we know of no b(.-fier jdaii than 
making inunediately available tlios-; 
lands which would be at once the most 
attractive and the most convenient for 
supjtlying the principal innrk-ets. Now 
that Vancouver Island has been closed 
a^'ainst Kol-tlement, tliere seems to b,' 
no choice ill the ^matler; for liouever 
atfractivo tlio larger ranges lieyoiid 
the CascadOH may bo in other respects 
and ill respect to other markets, it can 
liardly bo contended that th(! wants of 
the communities or t he seaboard will l)e 
met from there for some liim; to 
come, excepting in the nintter bcf-f and 
mutton, of which we should draw our 
entire supply from thence.

Smith remained ton diiya witli Ciansby 
(lireoliing his movements and then pushed 
on. A river — the west hninoh of the 
Cheakamna 100 feet wiile - c'l-osse.'i the 
line. It to he ere ]s.-;eil four time.s. 

!A[r. Smith foHowed it up tor udistaiieo of 
15 niihis, iiutii he )iiet it tiuiibling- over 
the roeks in the form of a cMseade. Ho 
then turned baok and adopting anew lino 
reaohod the Groeuaud Summit Lakes. 
There are a string of lakes on the real di- 
vidiiig ridi,'G l)ot\v(H>n Howo Sound anil 
Lillooet lliver, whieh i situ ito 3(5 wiles 
IroiuHoweSound an. I are II niilos in length. 
From tiie liast (Mid he foHowed down a 
1 irge river, 100 feet wide. Two other 
rivers were mot. All those rivers are 
largo, full uud rapid and had to be cross- 
ed on fallou trees, and in one case by au 
Indian bridge. 

After following the largest river for 15 
miles he came to Pomborton Meadow.s, 
whore the party were nearly dovonred by 
mosqnitoe.s, \i hieh (>.visted in clouds and 
fastened on everything anini:ilo and in- 
AUimate, The p;irty eaim^ down a slough 
aud reached the old ivaggon-road on Pom- 
borton Portage. Hero they found Mr. 
Poole, whojis raising oftttIe,and hasa good 
many head (one of which Mr. Smith 
lionght and sent back to (Ian?, by). At the 
liCiid of the INIeadows there is another 
farmer who has a few cattle. These are 
the only two whiti? mou ou tho once favorite 
DoughiS-Ijillooet route. Tlie houses are 
every where deserted. The wagon road, is 
ohoked with grass, while tall aider bushes, 
Hpringing up on both sides, form a i)or- 
I'eet arbor over the travelers' heads as 
they wend their v/ay laboriously tiirough 
the" thick underbrush. 

At Poolo'a IlAuch Mr. Smith got a horse. 
Ho sent back topographical .sketches and 
instructions to Mr. Ganaby as to tho lino 
to boatlopted, and believes that :tUat will 
reach Pemberton Meadows about tho 10th 
of September. Mr. Smith went down 
Anderson and Scton Lakes in canoos. Ho 
mot the Local Government trail party 
here. They will probably got around 
tho lakes this year, the work thoro not 
being heavy. At Seton Lake Jarvis' line 
■was struck and followed through Lillooet 
Town up the Fraser, along tho Marble 
<Janon to Hat Crook and tlie Bonaparte.

Obstacles in the 
shape of slides and large rivers have been 
nnexpoctodly encountered; the gnides. in 
many places', will bo stoop and dillijult, 
iuul the country from tho Sound to I'om- 
Jjertou i\Ieadow8 is densely tirnbored and 
covorod thickly with underbrush. 

Mr. Douglas remained with Gansby's 
Party. Mr. Smith returns somewhat 
prostrated in health |after the arduous 
labors of tho past month.

The other night at a public dinner 
at Nottiiig'hiim lit wliicli several iiKUiibors 
of the Gove.inmeut were prc.-sent, the 
Duke of St. Albans — he who 1ms the 
blood of King Charles II. and Nell 
( r wynue in his veins ami wears tho royal 
arms of tliree kiiigdmns mi his shield, 
" debruised by iihalon sinister "— inude 
a speech in which lie said, in eil'cet, 
that the Queen was personally a zealous 
" Liberal; " that she desired, always, 
the success of tho liboral party and the 
the defeat of the Tories; iiiid that whUc 
.she liked to havo Liberal statenien 
around her,auch statesmen as Gladstone 
and Lowe and Ayrton,for example, slio 
dislikes all the Tories and would mourn 
greatly if she was coinpelled to associate 
with Tory statesmen. Now, if the Queoii 
does feoi in this way she is very "un- 
constitutional," for, at the present day, 
lit least, the sovereign of Great Britain 
can "constitutionally" have no politics, 
and must be the only poison in tbt^ 
kingdoin not at liberty to feel and 
express a pi-oferoiico for any political 
party. Ko the great Troy leader in the 
House of Lords, the Uuke of Kichinoiul 
asked the Duke of St. Albans whether 
ho really had said these terrible things 
about the yvicoii'.-' Tho veuuig Duke 
replied that he certainly hiid said these 
things, and that before he had said 
them lie had been careful to be certain 
they were true. He knew he would be 
called to account for them, and pro- 
pared himself accordingly. Ho romeiii- 
bei'Pfl, be s.-iid, the sagacity of an 
American who was called as a witness 
in acaseof assaultaud battery, and who, 
on being asked how far tho defendant 
was olT when he advanced to strike 
the tii-st blow, replied; "Four 
feet eleven inches ami a half." Ho 
was then asked what iiiiide him so exact , 
and his reply was: "Sujiposing sdiiie 
fool might ask me the question, 1 went 
and measured the distance." This was 

a very jialiiiiblehit, and their Lordships 

laughed, but the other Duke jumped | Vii,t,;, 
to bis feet in a toWi-rilig rage. "The 
appliciition of the story is only too 
plain," he excl.iimed : "you Uioughtyou 
would bo (juestioned by a fool, and so 
you propai-ed yourself; but 1 leave it 
to our peers to say if I am a find!" The 
Dnke of St. .Vlbiius made no apidogy, 
but went ou to say tliiit the (^uee.ii had 
boon taught til love liberalism by Lord 
jMolboiirno, and had never swerved 
from her liist love. Some other re- 
marks wero nuidi' by other nioniliors- 
all upgiii the "gi'o:it fool" (lue.stion - 
Earl Cowpor siiying that the IManpiis 
of Salisbury, the oilier night, had said 
that 21 por cent, of the clergy wore 
fools, and that this was not as largo a 
))orceii(,ago of fools as might bo found 
ill both houses of Farliiiment . But the 
plucky SL Albans hud the hesl or the 
tight, "and uotliiiig was brought forward 
to show that be had niisropreseiite'd 
the Quoen. So wo must sot it down, 
I suppose, that tho Queen is in love 
with' Liberalism.— London Corr. N.Y.
